New Orleans, Sept. 87.— TIm glove 
I'untest betwoou Rob< rt FitMiauilOlu of 
Newark, N. J., aud Daa CxMdon, bail- 
ing from Bt Lonii, for a pone of |B,- 
000, took plaoe in the arena of tho 
Olympic clnb last night. They foaght 
at middlowcights at 154 pounds. Both 
men aro Aostroliaus by birth, bat 
Fitarimmona is now an American citi- 
zen by adoption. This was the star 
event of the carnival and was a match 
that had attracted more interest than 
most <xf the pngilistic events recently. 

Fitadmrnons has been so prominently 
bafore the public for some years that 
any match in Vliich he was a parti i- 
pant was bound to create interest 
thronghont the entire country. An ad- 
ditional feature in the importance of 
the matoh was thd bearing it had to a 
prospeotiTe meeting between Fits and 
Oorbett. Fits has been most persever- 
ing in hia eflorti to secure a match with 
flMobampion heavyweight and from 
tisMtotimehas been put off with the 
reminder that he was not in hia class. 
Corbatt first named Choynaki as the 
man Lai^ Bob had to whip before he 
oonld talk of a match. Fits took on the 
matoh and then he waa told by the 
champion that he would have to go 
withCreedonto phMehimaelf inapo- 
lition to talk fight. 

Comparatively little was known of 
Creedon by the general public, although 
the visitors from St. Louis were enthn- 
iiastio in their praises of the man. De- 
4pite that fact, however, Fitz remained 
a prohibitive favorite, the poolrooms 
odu btiiiiK hunted at from 3 to 10 to 1 
to 8, while ixa gtxxl as 5 to could be 
bad a)<iiiii8t Crotidou. 

Whuu tho laeu entered the ring fur 
the Krtat contest Fitz hwked indeed for- 
laiilablo. He was tinely drawn aud but 
fur tract;«j of prickloy heat his sldn was 
as \vhit«; at) ii b;il)y'.s. His enormous 
bhoulders and cliust when cunipured 
with lus luin-ow wuiMl luid hips wius par- 
ticularly marked. His long lit ho anus 
and logs were covered with sinuous 
muscles that gave every lUfhcatiou of 
terrible force and speed. His every 
movement in the ring was like that of a 
panther watching his prey and ready to 
■pnng upon it. 

Creeiitjn as he appeared presented a 
much stockier look and all the liuos of 
his Bymnietru al btnU' indicated strength 
and escelleui ouniiition. Fitz had some- 
thing to tho K"od in height and reach, 
but as lie stood with his legs further 
apart tluvn Creedon it waa not so marked 
as it might liavf been. 

There wore probably S.lXX) spectators 
present. The amphitheatre was bril- 
liantly lighted. Tlio hjik^s of the stako- 
less euclosnre were drawn taut and pre- 
sented a bright apix-araiice with their 
red covering, around which was wrap- 
ped a golden oord. When Referee Duliy 
examined the scales at five minutes to 
9 there was a hum of pleasure through- 
oat the audience. Creedon was the tirst 
to enter the ring, closely followed by 
Fitishaamons. (>eedon Wiii^Md 188 
pounds aud Fits 155 1-2. 

The seconds for Croodou were: 
Thomas Tracey, Mick Dunn, Tommy 
White and Charley Daly. For Fitz, 
Jack Dempsey, James Dwryer, Kid Mo- 
Coy and Samuel H. Stem. 

After the usual instructions the men 
advanced to toe center of «h« ting and 
the fli^t was on. 

Ftril round — ^Both men felt each other 
for an opening. Fitz led. He was 
ahort» however, but he forced the flgbt- 

aind lauded a hard right on the head, 
Creedon scored a hard body. A 
moment later Creedon caught a left on 
the chin and one, two, three on the head. 
The men hltd to be leparated by the ref- 
eree. Creedon ducked beautHnlly from 
• right OD the bead. 

Second round— Greedou missed a light 
left iwiBg lor the heed, but he lauded 
tworii^w on the body. Fita scored 
two heavy rights and knocked Creedon 
down with aiheaTT right-hand on the 
jaw. Fitz landed heavr right on the 
jaw and the men had to be forced from 
a clinch. Creedon received two heavy 
rights on the Jaw and three rights on 
the body. Creedon was knoaked out by 
a heavy left on the iaw. 

There was the Mrildest demonatration 
ever seen in the hug. 

Refferee Duffy awarded the fight to 
Fitzsimmons, who was loudly cheered. 

Keleree DuiHy announced Fitzsim- 
mons' challenge to Champion Corbott. 
The applauie that loUowed was im- 
mense. 

Tlie work of Fitz in the second round 
was tlie most marvelous ever seen in 
this section of tho country. The three 

riKht-liiiiidiTs wliich Creedon received 
on thi- head 111 oiu', two, three order, 
amazed the speciators and dazed the 
rt ( ii)ient, but they were nothing from 
un iirtistic puKilistie jxjiut of view com- 
pared Willi the three heavy lefts de- 
livered in the one, two, ?hr«e order on 
Creedon's nose, which floored the latest 
aspirant for middleweight honors, and 
caused Creedon to fall the easiest prey 
of all Roljert Fitzsiiiiiiioiis' adversaries. 

Tho mam fight of the Imttle wa.s done 
in the center of the rintr. the river sand 
of which was plowed up more by the 
footwork of the two men in tho actual 
fighting time, which wiuj 4 minutes and 
40 seconds than it was ever Insforo, even 
all-night battles. Oeedon was carried 
to his comer gasping hard for breath 
andibcorinfc, fimef blood tiloUliw 



from iiis Il(J^e. lie was comparatively 
unhurt durin;f tlie first round and \\e;it 
to his corner smiling happily and chat- 
tuiK with his attendants. The inference 
then IS that he was beaten in 1 minute 
and 10 seconds, the Itameof theseoond 

round. 

His seconds and his backers were 
startled beyond meiusure, andcvi'ii thos«' 
who desired Fitzsimmons' dcfcar, and 
th(!re were many, were overawed aud 
full ol wonderment at tile tall nUUl'S 
marvtjlous listu skill. 

After the tight w;w over there were 
poups and knots of j-jR'ctators seeming- 
ly spellixjund in difl'ereiit parts of tho 
mammoth arena trying to explain to 
each other or to have it explained to 
them; but i was a fact, for it happened 
before their eyes in the great Olympic 
club s oicu;- on Sept. 20, IbOt.

WASBUfGrroN, Sept. 87.— The United 
States commission appointed by the 
president to investigate the (.'Iiioiigo 
strike, consisting of Commissioner of 
Labor Wright, ex-L'oinmissiuner of La- 
bor Ki-rnan of Ni\v N'. i k, .lud.nre \/oi l I- 
iniCton of Illinois, m asst inbled at uu 
dcpai tmi iit of livl)or m tins city yoi' ■• 
day to lii\'ir any tiirther testimony 
wliieli should lu- voluntemed. 

Only two wilnesses appeared. Tho 
first was A. J. Ambler of tins city, who 
claimed tliat his wife owned the l iill- 
man truck patents, which were 
basis of Pullman's ^.'igantitt fortune, and 
who wanted to ne he.ird on (jue.'i ions 
iirisiiiL' out of this I'hiim, aiiil a local 
tempirante i!i;t:HJ.-.iast. The (lommis- 
si(ju promptly refused to go into these 
questions. 

T!ii re being no further witncs-ses, 
( "oloiu l Wrij^ht, chairman of the coin- 
misMon, then, in ;ieeordanco with the 
public notice given, doelared the public 
hearings closed, and the commission 
went into secret session to discuss the 
report to be made to the president. It 
has been decided not to make public 
anything conocraing ite nature out of 
courtosy to the prendent. 

Colonel Wright said yesterday that 
the remedies suggested Cram various 
quarters included every poaaible cmre of 
existing sodal and economic eonditions, 
urbitrutiou, licensing, government own- 
ership of railroads and nationolizatiou 
of lauds; less protection and more pro- 
tection; less education and more re- 
ligion; less reUgion and more education;

Prefiidont John McBride has not been 
cf)iisulted, and is very much displeasi d 
with the i)roi)o.se<l action. He says 
Mark Wild, of the railway employcis, is 
putting all the bmden of rigliting tho 
railway employ<ih's wrongs ujion the 
niituas. It will bo time enough for tho 
miners to strike to aid the railway men 
after tho railway men have struck 
themselves. Ho will not attend the 
mai^smeetings in the valley, not having 
been invited to do so. 

He says he will lot them go ahead, 
and, when they have inaugurated tho 
strike, he will go down aud make short 
work of it so far as the miners ore con- 
cerned. The foot is, however, that A- 
A. Adams, president of the Ohio Miners' 
association, between whom and Presi- 
dent McBride there are strained rela- 
tions, is much stronger with the Hock- 
ing Valley miners than McBride. It Li 
understood that a scheme is now work- 
ing to make Adams the president of the 
national mine workora' organieation 
in place of McBride. There la a bitter 
feeling between the leaders.

On the 1st of May they left the town 
of Troin.soe. in Norway, ou the steamer 
Ragnvald Jarl, with i5 pi.Tsoin all told, 
1(5 of whom belonged to the oxpetiii ,oa 
and nine to the crrw. We reached 
Spitzbergen ou the 7th day of May, lati- 
tude I'.t. l."), depositing a largo <]uantity 
of provisions, leaving in rliar;,'e Pro- 
fessor Oyen, a Norwegian geologist, 
who was to study the ghuders. 

May 10. finding open water on tho 
north eoiist of Spitzber.;eii, the steamer 
wa.s heiuled for the southern i:da;:d, l.")0 
miles to the northeast. After sev.ral 
battles with the ice, we rt ached Table 
island on the l;ith of Muy and were 
then in latitude so..")0, or within ."..")() 
mill's of the north pHli', within l ")0 miles 
as far as had been reached by the L<.i k- 
wood and Pr.iiiKird expi dition. Thus 
far had we advanceil in 1 1 days from 
civilization, having ct)vered as ii:uch 
ground in that time as other expedi- 
tions liait in luoiiths or even \-e:irs. 

Up to this t lie the .sea.son had proin- 
isofl to 1h( a favorable one aud we had 
hojx'd in a few davs to be able to set out 
on our j luriity mvi r the ice pack to the 
uorthea.-t. Storms now s«'t in on the 
l,')th aiitl vast (juantities of broken ice 
went drifting past. On the 17th the 
steamer was forced to the north, a little 

Sast the ^'Ut i)arallel, and wati theu 
riven b;u;lc l-y tlie lloatiug ice, through 
which no steamer, though she were as 
large lus tho "Spree," oould have forced 
her way. 

Finding what appeared to be a per- 
fectly safe anchorage ou the shore of 
Waldeu island, the expedition left the 
ship on tho 24iii of May. We were 14 
men, having three aluminum boats, five 
aluminum sledges and 46 draft dogs 
from Belgium. Our course was to the 
enstward, skirting the northern shore of 
Northea«>tlaud, where the ice, though 
exci!cdingly rough in places, was yet 
practicable as a road. Four days later, 
we received word by messenger that 
the ship had been crushed by the ice, 
fortunately most of the stores being 
saved. 

Notwithstanding this loss of the ship 
which out off our line of retreat, we de- 
cided to go ou. After exploring moat 
of the coast of the Northeostland, we 
foimd the ice thrown up in hopeless 
confusion iu every direction. We mode 
on effort with one boat aud a picked 
crew of eight men to advance to the 
north, but so rough was the ice, that 
iftcr four days of indescribable ettoii 
we found we had advanced less thw 
four milee. The same oonditions of ice 
existed as far as the eye oould see. Fmr- 
ther progress being imposeible we made 
our wv beok tuougn many dangere 
and difllonltlee to Walden ialand, onea 
wading in water up to our waists. One 
member of the partji Mr. Alme, the 
meteorologist, broke ma leg. Mr. Aim* 
had to be dragged in the ooat over the 
ice and slnah. 

SNo change occurring in the estremelr 
unfavorable nature of the season which, 
might give U8 an opportunity to stiU 
work farther north, we set out on Aug. 
4 to fight our way through drifting ice 
to the mainland of Spitsbergen and in 
this we were suooessfuL After a hard 
struggle of four dina we reached Low 
island and there round a Norwegian 
hunting sloop, the Berentine, which we 
hired to carry us back to our headquar- 
ters at Danes island. After that we 
went to Norway, where wo umved on 
the 15th of August. 

Professor Wellman looks well and 
hearty and is alroiuly making plans and 
preparations fur another expedition nest 
year.

Eloquent Speeches by Senator 
Blackbnrn and Oiheri. 



The Democrats opened the campaign 
lait evening with a ronaing meeting at 
the court house. 

The attendance lurprieed many. 

The large room was packed to the 
doors, aisles and all, and a larjje number 
of people had to be turned away. 

Many ladies graced the occasion with 
their presence. Tlie neats reserved for 
them were all taken and several had to 
occupy chairs in tho rislw. 

Haucke's Reed and Braps Rand enter- 
tained the audience witli a number of 
selections previous to the speaking and 
at intervals during the evening. 

Viewed from every standpoint it was a 
most auspicioi'8 opening, and the Demo- 
crats should now continue the good work 
until the fight is ended in November. 

Senator Blackburn, General Hardin 
and Congressman Paynter were the 
spoakors of the evening. Senator Black- 
burn and General Hardin were just back 
from Brooksville, where both spoke in 
the afternoon and were tired out with 
their long drive, but both delivered 
telling speeches, their remarks being 
frequently applauded. 

J.N. Kehoe, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, introduced the speakers. 
General Hardin spoke first, devoting his 
time to a discussion of the tariff and 
money questions. Senator Blackburn 
followed, devoting his time largely to a 
discussion of the work of the last Con- 
gress, and enlarging upon the principal 
measures passed by that body. Con- 
gressman I'ayuter closed the speaking of 
the evening. 

Senator Blackburn in his remarks said 
some Democrats were too impatient. 
They wanted their party at one session 
to correct all the evils of thirty years of 
bad Republican legislation. Ttiey had 
made a good start in that direction, bad 
wiped out the infamous Election law and 
the Sherman silver law, had repealed 
the McKinley bill and enacted a law in 
its place that would lift $380,000,000 
annually from the shoulders of the 
people; and in adilition had effected a big 
saving in the expenses pf the Govern- 
ment He claimed that the new tariff 
law is a better measure from the Demo- 
cratic standpoint than either the Mor- 
rison and Mills bills were, and all he 
asked was a fair test of the measure, and 
if the country didn't prosper under it 
then let it give way to something better 
The speaker then compared the oondi' 
tlon of Uncle Sam's Treasury at the close 
of Cleveland'.^ first adniiniHtration and 
Harrison's administration, in his own 
telling way. The Democrats had turned 
over a surplus of $137,000,000, but this 
had all disappeared before the close of 
Harrison's term, and Mr. Harrison's Sec 
retary of the Treasury had even had the 
plates prepared for abend issue to re 
plenish the depleted treasury. 

Senator Blackburn closed with a strong 
appeal to Democrats to remain loyal to 
their party in this period of Its trial, and 
urged all to get together and present a 
solid front at the approaching election.

•ante par pound for mail of the same 
kind. On second olaaa matter, such as 
newqwpers, the American liners get 
al^toentaapound and foreign anipB 
4l-Soenta. when the n«ir oontrocts 
go into effect the American line will get 
|4per mile fcr carrying the mails. It 
will not make any dUnrenoe aa to the 
amount carried. It haa not oeen de> 
termined, and will be a question for the 
department to decide, whether all mails 
destined for England shall be held for 
the American liners or will be sent on 
foreign ships with a view to their more 
speedy transmission. If a ship of the 
American lino was not to leave until the 
last of the week, while l)efore ita depart- 
ure one or more speedy shius of foreign 
lines were to sail, there will Ix* a great 
demand to have the mails carried by 
those sliips which will carry them 
abroad much sooner than the contract 
Ships. 

VESSELS COLLIDE. 

A Steamer aud Schunui-r Uo Uuwu In Lake 
II II run. 

Detovr, Mloh., Sept 27.— The steam- 
er Ohio, down boimd, ooIUded with the 

achoouer Ironton, up bound, In tow of 
the steamer Kershaw, 10 miles north of 
I'll s(iue Isle, Lake Hunm, at 12:30 
o'clock Wednesday nioruiiig and Ixith 
boats sank in lialt an iiour. 

The crew of tlu' (.>hiii, exceiiting tho 
first mat*\ lt> in number, got into the 
lifeboats after much ilitllculty, and were 
picked up by the schooner Moonlight, 
also in tow of the Kershaw. The first 
mate of the oliio was pioked up by the 
Kershaw after clinging to a ladder for 
two boors. The steamer Hobard picked 
np two of the orew of the Ironton. The 
remainder of the crew, seven in num- 
ber, are missing, but may have been 
filoked up by the Kershaw. 

The crew of the Ohio were landed 
kere, and the two members oi the crew 
of the Iroutou were taken to the Boo. 
The wind was blowing a gale from 
the south, and a heavy sea was running. 
Just before the collision the Ironton 
parted her tow line, and it is thought 
Ue accident threw her out of her course 
and oaoaad the colliaiea. The Ohio was 
loaded with ieur and feed from Dulath 
to OgdauAnirg. The Irontoii waa Uifitt, 
Cleroland to Marquette. 

The orew and olBoevaof the Ohio re- 
fused to talk about the oolliaion. The 
Ohio is owned by Elphloke of Chicago, 
was built at Huron in 1875, is of 861 net 
tons, and ratrd AS, and was ralued at 
$88,000. The Ironton is owned by 
Cleveland vesselmen. She was built at 
Boifalo in 1878, rated AS, and was 
wO— dat tl8»000.
